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Senator George McGovern 
emerged from seclusion 
here yesterday and vowed 
that he would “keep the heat 
on” President Nixon to end 
the war in Vietnam, reduce 
military spending and re- 
order national priorities. 
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Among the key points 
McGovern made in the hour 
long conversation with Dou- 
glas E. Kneeland and James 
M. Naughton of the N e w 
York Times and Adam Cly- 
I mer of the Baltimore Sun 
were the following: 

• He attributed the pro- 
portion of his defeat to tire 
abandonment of the Demo- 
crats by supporters of Gov- 
ernor Wallace of Alabama 
arid said that it was doubt- 
ful, in retrospect, whether 
“any Democrat” could have 
won this year without com- 
promising principles to wpo 
the Wallace vote, 

"‘Looking back on it,” 
McGovern said, “the hand- 
writing was probably on the 
wall the day Wallace was 
shot” — on May 15, during 
the Democratic primary 
campaign in Maryland. He 
said the bullets that wound- 
ed Wallace had pre-empted 
the possibility of another 
third-party candidacy by the' 
Governor and had left Wal- 
lace’s supporters “vulnera-. 
ble to a strong Nixon bid” 
for their affections. 
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
